fight with Glenn, bu t they failed him 
this y ear. 
Metzenbau m won the battle fou r 
y ears ago by 13,4 4 2 v otes ov er Glenn, 
bu t then lost to Repu blican Robert Taft 
•Ir, in the Nov ember election. 
With 99 per cent of the v ote cou nted. 


Glenn led Metzenbau m 570,045 to 
475,939. 
Glenn will face Clev eland May or 
Ralph J. Perk, a Repu blican, in the 
Nov ember general election for the 
Senate.

The 
lawrence Cou nty lawmaker has been 
in the Hou se since 1972. 
Collins, collecting su pport in heav ily 
Repu blican cou nties in the sou thern 
part of the big sou thwest Ohio district, 
wou nd u p with a plu rality of abou t 1,- 
000 v otes among some 24 ,000 cast. 


The other Repu blican incu mbent 
who went down to defeat. Sen. Howard

Metzenbau m’s only rev ersal of the 
197 0 election occu rred in Bu tler 
Cou nty , where he won by 77 v otes, and 
in Hancock Cou nty .

Besides Gray , these 
inclu de Senate Minority Leader An­ 
thony O. Calabrese, D-22 Clewland, 
who lost in an effort to win his party ’s 
lieu tenant gov ernor’s nomination bu t 
has two y ears left in his Senate term. 
Hou se Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, was renominated withou t 
(^position along with this chief 
lieu tenant. Speaker Pro Tern Vernal

For tlw most part. 
Hou se 
in­ 
cu mbents had little difficu lty . Only 22 
had primary opposition, while fiv e 
didn’t ru n again, and nine sou ght 
higher office. Six ty one Hou se mem­ 
bers were renominated withou t 
challenge, while newcomers had it to 
themselv es in both parties in two 
races. 
The resu lts prov ed little, since they 
did not inv olv e the partisan stru ctu re 
of the nex t legislatu re. Bu t they did 
produ ce scattered bits of interest. 
Rep. Ronald J. Pease, D-54 Oberlin, 
defeated Donnie H. Barden (rf Ix )rain 
and won the right to oppose Sen, 
Robert J. C^rts, R-13 Ely ria, in the No­ 
v ember election. 
Corts had no opposition. His seat is 
one of three Democrats planned to zero 
in on nex t Nov ember as they seek to 
take control of the Senate which now is 
dominated by Repu blicans 17 -16 . 
Democrats cu rrently control the 
Hou se 58-4 1. 
The other targets inclu de the seat 
Cook will hav e to giv e u p in Toledo, and 
that held by Sen. CTiarles P. Bolton, R- 
31 Mentor. Two Hou se Democrats, 
Reps. John T. McCormack, D-18 Eu ­ 
clid, and 
James Mu eller, D-7 4 
(Tiesterland, Geau ga Cou nty , gav e u p 
their seats and clashed for the right to 
oppose Bolton. 
McCormack clu ng to a slight lead, 
mainly on the basis of (Cu y ahoga 
cou nty retu rns, with final figu res still 
u nav ailable. 
With crfficial and final tabu lations 
still in progress early today —many 
were delay ed from Tu esday du e to the 
time consu ming cou nt of the statewide 
contests—two black legislators were 
trailing challengers in the Clev eland 
area. They were Troy Lee James, D-9 
Qev eland, who heads the Hou se En­ 
v ironment and Natu ral Resou rces 
Committee, and freshman Rep. 
Thomas Bell, D-10 Clev eland. 
In another race, Charles Rockwell 
Sax be, 28-y ear-old son of U.S. Atty . 
Gen. William B. Sax be, ou tdistaiK;ed 
fou r others in the race for the GOP 
nomination fw the 7 5th Hou se District. 
This is the first v entu re into politics for 
y ou ng Sax be, who seeks the seat 
abandoned by Charles E. Fry , an 
u nsu ccessfu l candidate Tu esday for 
the GOP gu bernatorial nomination. 
C. William O’Neill of Colu mbu s, son 
of CMiio’s si^reme cou rt chief ju stice, 
won renomination for the Hou se as a 
Repu blican frcwn the 28th District. 
O’Neill will ru n for his second Hou se 
term in Nov ember against Democrat 
A1 Oespo, who was u nopposed. 
In the 17 th Hou se district, where the 
son of an incu mbent sou ght to su cceed 
his father, the ou tcome was different. 
Anthony J. Ru sso, with the same ballot 
name u sed by his father, lost the 
Democratic nomination to Virginia

v oters agreed Tu esday there has to be 
a better way to present proposed state 
constitu tional amendments on tl» 
ballot so the av erage person can u n­ 
derstand them. 
Secretary of State Ted ft’own said to 
prov e 
their

whelmingly defeated two recom ­ 
mendations dealing with complicated 
rev isions in pay raise schedu les of 
pu blic officials. 
With 99 per cent of the v ote cou nted. 
Issu e No. 3—establishing a state Ballot 
Board—polled 939,686 y es v otes to 385,- 
767 no v otes. 
Issu es No. 1 and No 2 were rejected. 
No. 1 receiv ed 694 ,27 5 y es v otes to 
733,541 nay s while No. 2 was defeated, 
978,663 to .362,370. 
Su pporters of the two issiws at­ 
tribu ted defeat to poor wording of the 
proposals on the ballot. 
“The wording was so confu sing it led 
one to believ e that it prov ided for in­ 
crease in the pay of pu blic officials, 
and that simply was not tru e,” said 
E.W. I.ampson of Jefferswi, who led a 
fight for Issu e No. 2. 
Issu e No. 2 wou ld hav e made all 
cou nty officials eligible to receiv e cost- 
of-liv ing increases at the same time, 
he said. 
Becau se of staggered terms, in-term 
cou nty au ditors and one commissioner 
in each cou nty mu st wait u ntil they are 
reelected u ntil they can accept a pay 
raise. 
Proponents claimed the inequ ity 
discou raged qu alified candidates for 
cou nty office. 
I.ampson, who said he lobbied for 
passage of Issu e No. 2 on behalf of 
cou nty au ditors’ associations, said he 
wasn’t su rprised at the ou tcome. 
“I don’t think the au ditors tl^m - 
selv es thou ght it wou ld pass becau se 
people generally are ju st against more 
pay for state officials,” he said. 
“This is graphic ev idence for the 
need fix * passage of Issu e No. 3.”

Voters in the Westfall and Logan 
Elm School Districts passed issu es 
concerning the fu tu re of each district. 
The proposed tax lev y for Logan 
Elm Schools was passed by a 200 v ote 
margin in Tu esday ’s election. 
It proposed additional tax for the 
pu rpose of prov iding cu rrent operating 
ex penses at a rate not ex ceeding fiv e 
mills for each one dollar of v alu ation, 
which amou nts to fifty cents for each 
one hu ndred dollars of v alu ation, 
commencing 197 4 . 
The district has been on an au sterity 
bu dget for the past two y ears, hav ing 
to cu t ex penses as far as possible.

The lev y will u pgrade salaries and 
will help in the ex pense of operating 


and pu rchasing of school bu ses, books 
and other needed su pplies. 
The final v ote was: for, 7 27 ; against, 
527 . 
Westfall v oters approv ed the ad­ 
dition of a middle school, by v oting for 
the proposed bond issu e on Tu esday ’s 
ballot. 
Approv ed by a close 40 v otes, the 
issu e permits the constru cting and 
equ ipping a new middle school 
bu ilding and improv ing the site thereof 
in the su m of $1,67 0,000 and a lev y of 
tax es be made ou tside of the ten mill 
limitation estimated by the cou nty 
au ditor to av erage fou r mills for each 
one dollar of v alu ation which amou nts 
to 40 cents for each one hu ndred 
dollars of v alu ation, for a max imu m 
period of 22 y ears to pay the principal 
and interest of su ch bonds. 
Plans for the new middle school 


contain 25 teachers stations, 50,000 
squ are feet and will be bu ilt adjacent 
to the ex isting high school. 
The bu ilding will hou se 550 six th, 
sev enth and eighth grade stu dents, 
constitu ting the “middle lev el”. The 
district is presently operating, wiUi 
special permission from the State 
Elepartment of Edu cation, on du al 
sessions. 
The high school, bu ilt to hou se 550 
stu dents, hou ses 850 stu dents du ring 
part of the day . 
Westfall Su perintendent Gordon 
Massie stated that a lot needs to be 
done before the contru ction of the 
bu ilding begins. 
“I wish to thank the v oters for 
passing the bond issu e”, commented 
Massie, ‘T’m anx iou s to get started.”

Gilligan - Rhodes Collision Set Up 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov, 
John J. Gilligan and former 
Gov. 
James A. Rhodes easily won gu ber­ 
natorial nominations Tu esday while 
Etemocrats may hav e pu t an end to the 
“name game” in Ohio politics. 
Gilligan’s endorsed slate of state 
Rep. Richard F. Celeste of (Clev eland 
for lieu tenant gov ernor and state Sen. 
Tony Hall of Day ton for secretary of 
state won ov er some u su ally popu lar 
political last names. 
The only setback in Gilligan’s en­ 
dorsed ticket was U.S. Sen. Howard M. 
Metzenbau m, who was defeated by 
former astronau t John Glenn. 
Oleste, 36, ou tdistanced eight others 
in the field to win the right to face 
Repu blican incu mbent Lt. Gov . John 
W. Brown in Nov ember. Brown was 
u nopposed. 
Hall, 32, won in a field of six for 
secretary of state. Inclu ded in the field 
was a William K. Brown of Win- 
tersv ille and John F. Kennedy of 
Clev eland. 
Hall will face v eteran Repu blican 
incu mbent 
Ted 
W. 
Brown 
in 
Nov ember. The 6 8-y ear-old Brown was 
u nopposed for his party ’s nomination. 
Celeste led throu ghou t the night bu t 
it was past midnight before HaU pu lled 
al^ad of William K. Brown, a former 
carpet salesman who nev er before 
sou ght pu blic office. 
Celeste credited his v ictory to field 
organization and hard work. “There 
was widespread su pport among 
Democrat v oters of the need for a 
leadership team,” he said. 
Gilligan ran u p more than a 60 per 
cent lead ov er James D. Nolan, 51- 
y ear-old Clev eland nu rsing home 
iterator and Ix isinessman. 
Nolan said he wou ld withhold su p­ 
port of Gilligan u ntil the gov ernor was 
willing to arrange a meeting to 
“discu ss the cou rse of Ohio gov ern­ 
ment.” 
“I hav e to protect my integrity ,” 
Nolan said. “And my integrity say s I 
will withhold my su pport u ntil he sits 
down and talks with me.” 
Nolan, du ring the campaign, labeled 
Gilligan a spending gov ernor and said 
the gov ernor spent $500,000 on his 
campaign. 
“We spent $50,000,” Nolan said, 
“and we’re not ashamed of what we’v e 
done. Bu t we cou ldn’t commu nicate. 
Nobody wanted to hear u s.” 
Gilligan ignored Nolan in v ictory as 
he had throu ghou t the campaign. He 
was ju bilant ov er the Celeste-Hall 
triu mphs and joked of the John Glenn 
u pset of Metzenbau m. 
He said he wou ld carry Glenn “piggy 
back u p and down Broad Street” if that 
were necessary for him to beat the 
GOP nominee, Clev eland May or 
Ralph Perk, in Nov ember. 
Rhodes, 64, who will be going after a 
third to*m after handily defeating 
state Rep. Charles E. Fry , 57 , of 
Springfield, and Bert Dawson, 33, of 
East Liv erpool, got his GOP campaign 
against Democrat Gilligan qu ickly on 
the road.

This is ev ident since du ring the month 
of April, I made 91 v isits. 
“Following is a partial list of reasons 
for my resignation: 
“1. I accepted the position u nder 
false pretenses. I was told by the 
Health G)mmissioner that du e to the 
low hou rly salary ($3. per hou r.) I 
wou ld only be requ ired to work 20 
hou rs for 4 0 hou rs pay . This later was 
determined u ntru e. 
“2.1 was told the city wou ld pay me 
$25. per month to driv e my car for the 
city bu siness. Again misrepresen-

The 
others survived their challenges. 
Twelve other senators waltzed without 
opposition to their nominations and 
positions on the November ballot. 


OAKLEY C. COLLINS 
In the race that caught most at­ 
tention, veteran Sen. Harry L. Am- 
strong, R-17 Ix>gan, was defeated by 
Rep. Oakley C. Collins of Ironton, a 
former senator who lost his seat in 1972 
after Democrats put the two veterans 
in the same Senate district. The 
lawrence County lawmaker has been 
in the House since 1972. 
Collins, collecting support in heavily 
Republican counties in the southern 
part of the big southwest Ohio district, 
wound up with a plurality of about 1,- 
000 votes among some 24,000 cast. 


The other Republican incumbent 
who went down to defeat, Sen. Howard 
C. Cook, R-l Toledo, came out about 
1,000 votes short in his contest with Ben 
Ganth, Defiance’s mayor. 


Armstrong and Cook both are 
chairman of important Senate com­ 
mittees, Armstrong chairs the Senate 
Agriculture, Conservation, and En­ 
vironment Committee and Cook leads 
the Commerce and I^abor Committee.

Education Committee during six of his 
previo us eight years in the senate. 
Sen. Anthony F. Novak, D-23 
Cleveland, ran into trouble and came 
out third in a five-candidate field in his 
heretofore safely regarded Senate 
seat. Although the results still were in­ 
complete early today, Charles L. Butts 
had the lead, followed by John E. 
Barnes and then Novak—all within a 
span of about 540 votes. 
Those senators surviving challenges 
were Majority I^eader Theodore M. 
Gray, 
R-3 Columbus; 
M. Morris 
Jackson, D-21 Cleveland, and Robert 
O’Shaughnessy, 
D-15 
Columbus. 
O’Shaughnessy had the closest call, 
from Columbus attorney Thomas 
Kaplin who received the Franklin 
County 
Democratic 
party’s en­ 
dorsement over the incumbent. 


Top leadership in the Senate and 
House survived. Besides Gray, these 
include Senate Minority Leader An­ 
thony O. Calabrese, D-22 Cleveland, 
who lost in an effort to win his party’s 
lieutenant governor’s nomination but 
has two years left in his Senate term. 
House Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, was renominated without 
opposition along with this chief 
lieutenant, Speaker Pro Tem Vernal 
G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston. 
For the most part, 
House in­ 
cumbents had little difficulty. Only 22 
had primary opposition, while five 
didn’t run again, and nine sought 
higher office. Sixty one House mem­ 
bers were renominated without 
challenge, while newcomers had it to 
themselves in both parties in two 
races. 
The results proved little, since they 
did not involve the partisan structure 
of the next legislature. But they did 
froduce scattered bits of interest. 
Rep. Ronald J. Pease, D-54 Oberlin, 
defeated Donnie H. Barden of Ix)rain 
and won the right to oppose Sen, 
Robert J. Corts, R-13 Elyria, in the No­ 
vember election. 
Corts had no opposition. His seat is 
one of three Democrats planned to zero 
in on next November as they seek to 
take control of the Senate which now is 
dominated by Republicans 17-16.

With official and final tabulations 
still in progress early today—many 
were delayed from Tuesday due to the 
time consuming count of the statewide 
contests—two black legislators were 
trailing challengers in the Cleveland 
area. They were Troy Lee James, D-9 
Cleveland, who heads the House En­ 
vironment and Natural Resources 
Committee, and freshman 
Rep. 
Thomas Bell, D-10 Cleveland. 
In another race, Charles Rockwell 
Saxbe, 28-year-old son of U.S. Atty. 
Gen. William B. Saxbe, outdistanced 
four others in the race for the GOP 
nomination for the 75th House District. 
'This is the first venture into politics for 
young Saxbe, who seeks the seat 
abandoned by Charles E. Fry, an 
unsuccessful candidate Tuesday for 
the GOP gubernatorial nomination. 
C. William O’Neill of Columbus, son 
of Ohio’s supreme court chief justice, 
won renomination for the House as a 
Republican frau the 28th District. 
O’Neill will run for his second House 
term in November against Democrat 
Al Crespo, who was unopposed. 
In the 17th House district, where the 
son of an incumbent sought to succeed 
his father, the outcome was different. 
Anthony J. Russo, with the same ballot 
name used by his father, lost the 
Democratic nomination to Virginia

Gilligan responded in a jovial mood.

Westfall, Logan 
Elm Issues 


Voters in the Westfall and Logan 
Elm School Districts passed issues 
concerning the future of each district. 
The proposed tax levy for Logan 
Elm Schools was passed by a 200 vote 
margin in Tuesday’s election. 
It proposed additional tax for the 
purpose of providing current operating 
expenses at a rate not exceeding five 
mills for each one dollar of valuation, 
which amounts to fifty cents for each 
one hundred dollars of valuation, 
commencing 1974. 
The district has been on an austerity 
budget for the past two years, having 
to cut expenses as far as possible. 
Teachers’ beginning pay had dropped 
to the lowest in Pickaway County and 
slightly above the lowest in the State of 
Ohio. 
The levy will upgrade salaries and 
will help in the expense of operating 


and purchasing of school buses, books 
and other needed supplies. 
The final vote was: for, 727; against, 
527. 
Westfall voters approved the ad­ 
dition of a middle school, by voting for 
the proposed bond issue on Tuesday’s 
ballot. 
Approved by a close 40 votes, the 
issue permits the constructing and 
equipping a new middle school 
building and improving the site thereof 
in the sum of $1,670,000 and a levy of 
taxes be made outside of the ten mill 
limitation estimated by the county 
auditor to average four mills for each 
one dollar of valuation which amounts 
to 40 cents for each one hundred 
dollars of valuation, for a maximum 
period of 22 years to pay the principal 
and interest of such bonds. 
Plans for the new middle school 


contain 25 teachers stations, 50,000 
square feet and will be built adjacent 
to the existing high school. 
The building will house 550 sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade students, 
constituting the “middle level”. The 
district is presently operating, with 
special permission from the State 
Department of Education, on dual 
sessions. 
The high school, built to house 550 
students, houses 850 students during 
part of the day. 
Westfall Superintendent Gordon 
Massie stated that a lot needs to be 
done before the contraction of the 
building begins. 
“I wish to thank the voters for 
passing the bond issue”, commented 
Massie, “I’m anxious to get started.”

Gilligan - Rhodes Collision Set Up 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan and former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes easily won guber­ 
natorial nominations Tuesday while 
Democrats may have put an end to the 
“name game” in Ohio politics. 
Gilligan’s endorsed slate of state 
Rep. Richard F. Celeste of Cleveland 
for lieutenant governor and state Sen. 
Tony Hall of Dayton for secretary of 
state won over some usually popular 
political last names. 
The only setback in Gilligan’s en­ 
dorsed ticket was U.S. Sen. Howard M. 
Metzenbaum, who was defeated by 
former astronaut John Glenn. 
Celeste, 36, outdistanced eight others 
in the field to win the right to face 
Republican incumbent Lt. Gov. John 
W. Brown in November. Brown was 
unopposed. 
Hall, 32, won in a field of six for 
secretary of state. Included in the field 
was a William K. Brown of Win­ 
tersville and John F. Kennedy of 
Cleveland. 
Hall will face veteran Republican 
incumbent 
Ted 
W. 
Brown 
in 
November. The 68-year-old Brown was 
unopposed for his party’s nomination. 
Celeste led throughout tile night but 
it was past midnight before Hall pulled 
ahead of William K. Brown, a former 
carpet salesman who never before 
sought public office. 
Celeste credited his victory to field 
organization and hard work. “There 
was widespread support among 
Democrat voters of the need for a 
leadership team,” he said. 
Gilligan ran up more than a 60 per 
cent lead over James D. Nolan, 51- 
year-old Cleveland nursing home 
operator and businessman. 
Nolan said he would withhold sup­ 
port of Gilligan until the governor was 
willing to arrange a meeting to 
“discuss the course of Ohio govern­ 
ment.” 
“I have to protect my integrity,” 
Nolan said. "And my integrity says I 
will withhold my support until he sits 
down and talks with me.” 
Nolan, during the campaign, labeled 
Gilligan a spending governor and said 
the governor spent $500,000 on his 
campaign. 
“We spent $50,000,” Nolan said, 
“and we’re not ashamed of what we’ve 
done. But we couldn’t communicate. 
Nobody wanted to hear us.” 
Gilligan ignored Nolan in victory as 
he had throughout the campaign. He 
was jubilant over the Celeste-Hall 
triumphs and joked of the John Glenn 
upset of Metzenbaum. 
He said he would carry Glenn “piggy 
back up and down Broad Street” if that 
were necessary for him to beat the 
GOP nominee, Cleveland Mayor 
Ralph Perk, in November. 
Rhodes, 64, who will be going after a 
third term after handily defeating 
state Rep. Charles E. Fry, 57, of 
Springfield, and Bert Dawson, 33, of 
East Liverpool, got his COP campaign 
against Democrat Gilligan quickly on 
the road. 


“The Gilligan gougers have taxed 
everything in Ohio that walks, crawls 
or flies under the guise of tax reform 
and additional services,” Rhodes said 
in a prepared statement.

One dissenting vote was cast in two 
salary ordinances passed by Cir­ 
cleville City Council Tuesday during 
its regular meeting and transfer of 
funds to pay incurred expenses were 
approved unanimously.

health. The mayor first told Wells the 
proper place to direct the question was 
the board of health. When pressed 
further by the councilman, he said the 
automobile allowances were discussed 
and it was decided not to increase 
them in the middle of the year since 
appropriations by council had already 
been made. 
Immediately following the coun­ 
cil meeting, city health nurse Sandra 
Dolt Wells submitted her resignation 
effective immediately to the mayor. 


Councilman Wells and the city health 
nurse are husband and wife. Here is 
Mrs. Wells’ letter of resignation: 
“It is with deep regret I submit my 
resignation. The citizens of Circleville 
have a dire need for a public health 
nurse and are entitled to and pay for 
this service through their tax dollar. 
This is evident since during the month 
of April, I made 91 visits. 
“Following is a partial list of reasons 
for my resignation: 
“I. I accepted the position under 
false pretenses. I was told by the 
Health Commissioner that due to the 
low hourly salary ($3. per hour.) I 
would only be required to work 20 
hours for 40 hours pay. This later was 
determined untrue. 
“2.1 was told the city would pay me 
$25. per month to drive my car for the 
city business.

The quiet little doll with the button 
n ose an d the most lumin ous dark ey es 
y ou’d ever see was broug ht to my room 
at the Caravelle Hotel in Saig on by 
Rosemary Tay lor, a beautiful g irl who 
has devoted her life to carin g for an d 
arran g in g the adoption of orphan s of 
the en dless war in that coun try . The 
future Miss Peck was deposited on the 
ex tra bed in my room, still as a ston e, 
while I fin ished the story I had to wire 
before leavin g — with her — for n oisy , 
chaotic Tan son ahut Airport.

Almost any economist will readily 
agree that spending in excess of 
revenues, especially to such a degree, 
is a fundamental and probably the 
strongest contributant to inflation. 
Another phrase repeated so often 
that it is seldom questioned anymore is 
this: The prime rate is the interest rate 
commercial banks charge their most 
credit-worthy corporate customers. It 
is now ll per cent, a record high. 


But is it effectively ll per cent, or 
might it even be more? Yes it could. A 
lot of very good customers pay con­ 
siderably more than ll per cent even 
though their credit rating is as worthy 
as any to the land. 
In addition to paying a fractional 
percentage over the prime rate they 
are also asked to leave 20 per cent of 
the loan on deposit. That might bring 
the rate to an effective 14 per cent, 
although that in turn is reduced by the 
interest earned on the deposit. 


But the effective rate is influenced 
upward by another possibility — that 
the loan might be amortized, or paid 
back in installments over a period of 
time. That has the effect of making an 
ll per cent rate come out to more than 
20 per cent in simple interest. 
More disillusionment is probably 
spread by so-called cost of living ad­ 
justments than any other miscon­ 
ception. In most cases those ad­ 
justments are made on last year’s 
inflation rate — not on the higher 
prices to come.

Let me give you an illustration. A 
person could be taking drugs which, in 
combination with an anesthetic, might 
increa* the risks on the operating 
table. 
It is even possible that some drugs 
may interact with dyes used in X-ray 
examination. 
It is for this reason that hospitals 
discourage bringing your own drugs 
and using them unless there are 
specific written instructions by the 
doctor on the nurses’ chart. 
Since all drugs are available in 
hospitals, there is no need to bring 
your own from home. 
Rules and regulations established 
for safety may seem “arbitrary” but 
they are always carefully set down for 
maximum safety for the patient.

“I think party certification probably 
helped where there was a crowded 
field of candidates, but it doesn’t make 
League Of Women Voters 
Decides It Will Admit Men 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
league of Women Voters, which 
previously had admitted men only as 
associate members, has decided to 
give them full voting membership. But 
it will retain the “Women” in its title. 
By a delegate vote of 934 to 433, only 
23 more than the required two-thirds 
majority, the 160,000-member league 
on Tuesday gave men full voting 
rights. 
“Most of us are well accustomed to 
dealing with men in the kitchen, on the 
dance floor, at the gasoline station and 
in the bedroom,’’ said Betsy Johnson of 
Worcester, Mass. “ But how many of us 
know how to persuade men to our point 
of vie won the political plane? Working 
, with men inside the league will con­ 
tribute to our political effectiveness.” 
When the vote was announced, most 
of the 1,400 delegates to its national 
convention stood and cheered. 
“I’m not certain men are ready for 
the league, but I feel the league is 
ready for men,” said president Lucy 
W. Benson of Amherst, Mass. She had 
a membership check from the first 
man to become a voting member—her 
husband, Bruce. 
The word “women” is now deleted 
from the bylaw which defines voting 
members as “those women at least 18 
years of age who are enrolled in rec­ 
ognized local leagues.” 
During the debate on the motion, 
some delegates voiced fears that men 
would monopolize the league and make 
it too political. 
“The league is a great training 


ground for women,” said Diane 
Simpson of Winchester, Mass., “and 
that wouldn’t be so if it were turned 
into just a citizen interest and study 
group.”

Gilligan said that Ohio’s guardsmen 
Pave been trained in crowd control and 
other riot prevention maneuvers in the 
period since the Kent State tragedy. 
The governor also pointed out that 
state laws prohibit sending troops until 
they have been requested by local 
authorities—a chief of police, county 
sheriff or a president of a state univer­ 
sity. 
“ After he is asked,” said Gilligan, 
“ then a governor may send in the 
troops, but not until then and after he 
has studied the problem to see if it is 
necessary.” 
The broadcast newsmen also asked 
questions about changing the method 
of naming university trustees and 
about whether college students with 
part-time jobs should be permitted to 
form unions. 


The Ohio Chapter of the American 
Association of University Professors 
has asked Gilligan to consider naming 
a special committee to make rec­ 
ommendations for appointments to 
boards of trustees of state universities. 
Gilligan told the broadcasters that 
the proposal “ already is being prac­ 
ticed on an informal basis. He said he 
actually set up committees to help him 
choose trustees at Miami University 
and at the University of Cincinnati.

DETROIT (AP) ,— Unrecognized 
“coffee nerves” could lead you to a 
psychiatrist and months of useless 
treatment with calm-down drugs, a 
psychiatrist said today. 
Too much caffeine in coffee, tea or 
cola drinks can bring on all the symp­ 
toms of an anxiety state, said Dr. John 
P. Greden of Walter Reed Army 
Medical Hospital in Washington, D.C. 
Drugs can help in true anxiety states 
but may not work against the effects of 
too much caffeine, he said. 
Doctors should 
routinely 
ask 
patients about their caffeine intake, 
Greden suggested to the American 
Psychiatric Association. 
Over-doses of caffeine can bring 
such symptoms as nervousness, 
irritability, tremulousness, occasional 
muscle twitching, sensory disturb­ 
ances, attacks of diarrhea, insomnia, 
irregular heartbeat, drop in blood 
pressure and even circulatory failures, 
he said.

sumption.

daily. The symptoms developed over a 
three-week period. 
Rejecting a diagnosis of anxiety 
reaction to something in her life, she 
did her own detective work, tracing the 
symptoms back to her purchase of a 
fresh-drip coffee pot.

A nationwide Associated Press 
survey shows that families are not 
being scared away from planning 
summer vacations by high gasoline 
prices and the memory of winter 
shortages. But tourism officials say 
the summer vacationer plans to travel 
a shorter distance to find his spot in the 
sun and to stay put longer once he gets 
there. 
The sharp increases in the price of 
food and energy will hit the summer 
traveler hard. 
Some vacation areas report food and 
beverage prices up 20 per cent over 
last year, and federal officials foresee 
an 
average 
nationwide 
price for 
gasoline of 60 cents a gallon this 
summer, up from the current average 
of 54 cents for regular and 58 cents for 
premium. Some tourist areas predict it 
could go as high as 70 cents. Motel and 
hotel prices are also up in most tourist 
areas, but not significantly. 
The overall effect means you’ll pay 
up to 20 per cent more for the same 
vacation you took last year. 
Many tourist areas suffered between 
a 20 and 40 per cent decline in business 
during the winter. But by April most 


reported business nearly normal 
again, and some expect a record 
summer.

AP survey 
showed 
that 
traveling on Sundays could mean 
risking running out of gasoline this 
summer. There will be fewer gasoline 
stations open on Sundays for two rea­

And special deals are available in 
most areas to tourists seeking them. 
Some of these offer extra nights in 
motels free of charge if tourists stay a 
certain length of time.

Tourists seeking these deals should 
check with chambers of commerce, 
travel agents and tourist bureaus. 
The major concern is the availability 
of gasoline.

Americans planning a vacation trip 
this summer should be prepared to pay 
more, start planning sooner and keep a 
careful eye on the gas gauge. 
A nationwide Associated Press 
survey shows that families are not 
being scared away from planning 
summer vacations by high gasoline 
prices and the memory of winter 
shortages. But tourism officials say 
the summer vacationer plans to travel 
a shorter distance to find his spot in the 
sun and to stay put longer once he gets 
there. 
The sharp increases in the price of 
food and energy will hit the summer 
traveler hard. 
Some vacation areas report food and 
beverage prices up 20 per cent over 
last year, and federal officials foresee 
an 
average 
nationwide 
price 
for 
gasoline of 60 cents a gallon this 
summer, up from the current average 
of 54 cents for regular and 58 cents for 
premium. Some tourist areas predict it 
could go as high as 70 cents. Motel and 
hotel prices are also up in most tourist 
areas, but not significantly. 
The overall effect means you’ll pay 
up to 20 per cent more for the same 
vacation you took last year. 
Many tourist areas suffered between 
a 20 and 40 per cent decline in business 
during the winter. But by April most 


reported business nearly normal 
again, and some expect a record 
summer. 
The 
AP survey 
showed 
that 
traveling on Sundays could mean 
risking running out of gasoline this 
summer. There will be fewer gasoline 
stations open on Sundays for two rea­ 
sons: (I) many stations do not need 
that 
day 
to 
sell 
their 
monthly 
allocation, and (2) some owners have 
gotten used to having Sundays off and 
aren’t anxious to work. The American 
Automobile Association said Tuesday 
a survey showed 39 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s service stations open Sundays. 
The AP survey also shows that most 
tourist areas have increased their 
advertising budgets and concentrated 
their messages much closer to home. 
Cape Cod resorts, for example, are 
advertising in a 300-mile radius in­ 
stead of a normal 700 miles. 
Major tourist areas such as Cape 
Cod, the Po co nos, the Smoky Moun­ 
tains, Southern California and the lake 
areas of Michigan and Wisconsin are 
running ahead of or even with 1973 on 
advance bookings. These areas said 
some persons who stayed only three or 
four days in the past are now making 
reservations for two weeks. 
The economical traveler can cut 
costs. The AP survey found that in 
some areas the smaller motels and 
hotels had been hardest hit by the 


energy crisis and are less likely to be 
booked for the summer. 
And special deals are available in 
most areas to tourists seeking them. 
Some of these offer extra nights in 
motels free of charge if tourists stay a 
certain length of time. Others include 
free rooms for children under 12 and 
free tickets to local points of interest. 
Tourists seeking these deals should 
check with chambers of commerce, 
travel agents and tourist bureaus. 
The major concern is the availability 
of gasoline. Most officials say they’re 
cautiously optimistic there will be 
enough. However, there is at least a 
possibility there won’t. 
The Federal Energy Office says the 
outlook for summer is that gasoline 
supplies will be 4 to 6 per cent below 
potential demand—the amount used in

normal times. A recent AP survey 
showed that citizens are returning to 
their normal (diving habits. If that 
continues the chances of spot gasoline 
shortages this summer are strong. 
The energy office suggests that 
travelers seeking information on 
gasoline check with the American 
Automobile Association or phone 
ahead to their destination before 
leaving.

Reds Hope For Role In Portugal

Portugal provides a textbook case of 
how Communist parties benefit from 
the suppression of political rights by 
dicta torships, Spain and others may be 
nervously assessing the example. 


P ortuga l’s Communist party is 
confidently demanding ministries in 
the new provisional government that is 
promised by the military leaders that 
toppled the dictatorship. Of all sup­ 
pressed p a rties, the Com m unists 
appear to have emerged as the most 
tightly unified, organized and dis­ 
ciplined. 


This is not new. In other countries, 
moderate elements often were blinded 
by the sudden light of freedom and had 
to grope, while the Communists had 
long prepared for the emergence from 
underground. 


Cuba, for example, suffered a heavy- 
handed dictatorship that permitted the 
Communists to make common cause 
with 
elements 
of the 
center and 
moderate left. When the dictator’s po­ 
lice power disappeared, the Com­ 
munist 
party 
was 
organized, 
disciplined against division and ready 
to operate. 
When the Nazi Occupation sup­ 
pressed political parties in France 
Airing World War II, the Communists’ 
tight organizational unity helped them 
stake a claim to being the chief anti- 
Nazi force and gave them a leg on 
postwar political influence.

It has been encouraged 
lately by a wave of unrest that followed 
the assassination of the prime minister 
last December by Basque terrorists.

Reds Hope For Role In Portugal 


One of President Nixon’s messages 
to Congress earlier this year included 
a plan for a national comprehensive 
health insurance program. While there 
are several other proposals — some 
similar and some very different — on 
this same subject in Congress this 
session, the general response from all

a workable compromise on this im­ 
portant national issue may emerge in 
the not too distant future. 
In the House of Representatives, for 
exam ple, the Ways and Means 
Committee recently began hearings on 
health insurance legislation and will 
continue to hold hearings every Friday 
through the month of May. In the 
Senate, hearings will begin on May 
21st on the same topic. 
With medical costs rising along with 
everything else today, few will argue 
against a program which would make 
vital health care programs available 
to all citizens at a price they can af­ 
ford, but precisely what form such a 
program will take and how it will be 
financed are the subject of much in­ 
tense debate. Whatever the resulting 
program, it should give careful con­ 
sideration to the least possible 
disruption to the nation’s medical 
profession and supporting industries 
and should involve as little federal 
intervention as possible. 
What 
the 
Administration 
is 
proposing is a three-pronged program 
to take effect in 1976 which would cost 
approximately $6.9 billion to federal 
and state governments. An important 
feature of this financing aspect is that 
it uses public funds only where needed 
and requires no new federal taxes. 
Under the employee health in­ 
surance provision, employers would be 
required to pay 65 per cent of 
premiums of full time workers for the 
first three years, and 75 per cent 
thereafter, with the workers paying 
the rest. It is an optional insurance 
program and the premium cost to the 
average single person would be $240. 
In addition, workers and their families 
would pay the first $150 in annual

on any family’s out-of-pocket medical 
expenses for covered services in any 
one year. 
Under the assisted health insurance 
provision of the Administration 
proposal, insurance for unemployed, 
disabled, low income and high in­ 
surance risk persons would be sub­ 
sidized. Government help would be 
scaled according to ability to pay, but 
working families with less than $5,000 
per year income would 
pay 
no 
premiums. 
Under the medicare and medicaid 
provisions, the health insurance 
program for the elderly and the 
disabled would be retained and im­ 
proved. For example, eligible persons 
would pay the first $100 for annual 
medical expenses, the first $50 for 
prescription drugs, and 20 per cent of 
any bills thereafter to a limit of $750. 
Coverage in all three plans would be 
the same. Items included are hospital 
and doctors’ services, limited skilled 
nursing home care, prescription 
drugs, laboratory tests, X-rays, am­ 
bulance service, preventive health 
care for children, catastrophic illness, 
treatment 
for 
mental 
illness, 
alcoholism and drug abuse. 
What I have outlined are some of the 
basic components of just one program. 
There are three other major bills 
which are likely to be considered. the 
Kennedy-Mills, the Long-Ribicoff and 
the Medicredit proposals. The Ken- 
nedy-Mills 
plan 
would 
provide 
universal coverage and would be 
compulsory. 
The 
Long-Ribicoff 
proposal concentrates on providing 
protection 
against 
the 
cost 
of 
catastrophic illnesses while the 
Medicredit plan allows income tax 
credits for the costs of private health 
insurance. From just these sketches, it 
is obvious that many, many com­ 
promises will have to be made on the 
issues 
of 
coverage, 
minimum 
payment, catastrophic protection and 
premium collection before a final, 
workable program of national health 
insurance can be developed. 
Furthermore, these are highly 
complicated matters involving not 
only the patient but also the doctor, the 
private health insurance industry, the 
employer and the taxpayer. 
The 
Health insurance legislation affecting 
these matters is just at the beginning 
stages, but in making changes in all of 
these areas, we 
must 
proceed 
carefully and cautiously. The hearings 
in the House and Senate in the next few 
months should indicate just what 
direction these legislative proposals 
will finally take.

Portugal provides a textbook case of 
how Communist parties benefit from 
the suppression of political rights by 
dictatorships. Spain and others may be 
nervously assessing the example. 


Portugal’s Communist party is 
confidently demanding ministries in 
the new provisional government that is 
promised by the military leaders that 
toppled the dictatorship. Of all sup­ 
pressed parties, the Communists 
appear to have emerged as the most 
tightly unified, organized and dis­ 
ciplined. 


This is not new. In other countries, 
moderate elements often were Minded 
by the sudden light of freedom and had 
to grope, while the Communists had 
long prepared for the emergence from 
underground. 
Cuba, for example, suffered a heavy- 
handed dictatorship that permitted the 
Communists to make common cause 
with elements of the center and 
moderate left. When the dictator’s po­ 
lice power disappeared, the Com­ 
munist 
party 
was 
organized, 
disciplined against division and ready 
to operate. 
When the Nazi Occupation sup­ 
pressed political parties in France 
duriig World War II, the Communists’ 
tight organizational unity helped them 
stake a claim to being the chief anti- 
Nazi force and gave them a leg on 
postwar political influence. 
Today the party is assured a role in 
the government if Francois Mit­

Spain’s Communist party, num- 
beriig only about 7,000 hard-core 
members, also has been working to 
achieve a united front while it labors 
underground for influence among 
youth, trade union and other social 


groupings. It has been encouraged 
lately by a wave of unrest that followed 
the assassination of the prime minister 
last December by Basque terrorists.

Farm Tax Losses Study Bared 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A new 
Agriculture Department study has 
concluded that U.S. tax rules do not 
necessarily create a subsidy for far­ 
mers “ who depend on agriculture as 
their major source of income.” 
Those rules, at the same time, “ have 
created a subsidy to a portion of the 
farming sector,” it said. 
Theoretical models using the most 
popular proposals to “ catch” non- 
farmers using their farming interests 
to write off other income show that 
primarily the very poor and the very 
rich would have their taxes increased, 
it continued. 
The report, distributed Monday, was 
written by Thomas A. Carlin and W. 
Fred Woods, agricultural economists 
in the national economic analysis divi­ 
sion of the Economic Research Ser­ 
vice. 
“ In terms of numbers of U.S. tax­ 
payers and amount of nonfarm income 
reported,” they wrote after studying 
1970 income tax returns, “ the majority 
of farm-loss returns do not appear to

be tax shelters. However, there is 
some 
abuse 
of

provisions.” 
Nearly 1.3 million persons — 43 per 
cent of those filing farm tax returns 
three years ago — reported losses. 
More than 40 per cent of those total 
losses were reported by persons with 
less than $5,000 income after ad­ 
justments. 


But more than 1 7 per cent of the 
losses were reported by persons with 
more than $25,000 in adjusted annual 
gross income, and this group — 5 per 
cent of those reporting losses — paid 56 
per cent of the taxes. 
“ The higher the basic income,” the 
economists wrote, “ the more frequent 
became the reported farm losses.” 
If farm losses were limited for tax- 
deduction purposes to $10,000, $20,000 
or $30,000, Carlin and Woods found, 
“such provisions would more or less 
limit the use of the special tax rules to 
taxpayers whose primary source of 
income was from farming operations 
or whose nonfarm earnings were less 
than some specified amount.” 
“ Farm-Loss limitations would most 
affect returns with negative basic 
incomes and those with basic incomes 
of $25,000 and over,” they said. 


About 3 7 per cent of the returns 
studied reported basic incomes below 
zero, they found. 
If a $1 0 ,0 0 0 
limitation were imposed, 
the tax liability of the group would 
have soared from $2 .7 million to $74.9 
million. About 1 9 per cent of those in 
the a bo v e-$2 5 ,0 0 0 
category would have 
been affected by such a limit, and their 
taxes would have been $1 5 7 million 
higher.

By majority vote Tuesday the Board 
of Directors of the Circleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce approved the 
support of the Retail Merchants 
Committee to do something about the 
parking situation in the downtown 
area. Keith Thomerson, chairman of 
the committee, informed board 
members of a proposed sticker to be 
presented to downtown merchants who 
guaranteed they nor their employes 
would park on the street. 


The board approved the expenditure 
of $55 to purchase the stickers. 
Thomerson said other methods had 
been tried and had failed to get the 
merchants to park elsewhere than in 
front of the establishments whose 
livlihood depends on the consumer. He 
went on to explain how many down­ 
town proprietors and employes “ feed 
the meters" all day long. 


Stickers which will be purchased by 
the chamber will measure about four 
inches in diameter and will probably 
be red and white. A statement on the 
sticker will indicate the merchant who 
displays it does not park on the street, 
thus allowing parking space for the 
consumer. Thomerson said those 
merchants who gave their guarantee 
in order to obtain a sticker and then did 
not adhere to the stipulation would 
have the sticker taken from their door. 


A report from the education com­ 
mittee was given by Larry Plum, 
chairman. He said local attorneys had 
talked to students in the city schoolds 
in consumer education classes and 
local insurance agents are scheduled 
to speak. He explained that students 
need more interest and quidance along 
the lines of free enterprise.

Farm Tax Losses S tu dy Bared 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A new 
Agriculture Department study has 
concluded that U.S. tax rules do not 
necessarily create a subsidy for far­ 
mers “ who depend on agriculture as 
their major source of income.” 
Those rules, at the same time, “ have 
created a subsidy to a portion of the 
farming sector,” it said. 
Theoretical models using the most 
popular proposals to “ catch” non- 
farmers using their farming interests 
to write off other income show that 
primarily the very poor and the very 
rich would have their taxes increased, 
it continued. 
The report, distributed Monday, was 
written by Thomas A. Carlin and W. 
Fred Woods, agricultural economists 
in the national economic analysis divi­ 
sion of the Economic Research Ser­ 
vice. 
“ In terms of numbers of U.S. tax­ 
payers and amount of nonfarm income 
reported,” they wrote after studying 
1970 income tax returns, “ the majority 
of farm-loss returns do not appear to

Nearly 1.3 million persons — 43 per 
cent of those filing farm tax returns 
three years ago — reported losses. 
More than 40 per cent of those total 
losses were reported by persons with 
less than $5,000 income after ad­ 
justments. 


But more than 17 per cent of the 
losses were reported by persons with 
more than $25,000 in adjusted annual 
gross income, and this group — 5 per 
cent of those reporting losses — paid 56 
per cent of the taxes. 
“The higher the basic income,” the 
economists wrote, “ the more frequent 
became the reported farm losses.” 
If farm losses were limited for tax- 
deduction purposes to $10,000, $20,000 
or $30,000, Carlin and Woods found, 
“such provisions would more or less 
limit the use of the special tax rules to 
taxpayers whose primary source of 
income was from farming operations 
or whose nonfarm earnings were less 
than some specified amount.” 
“ Farm-Loss limitations would most 
affect returns with negative basic 
incomes and those with basic incomes 
of $25,000 and over,” they said. 


About 37 per cent of the returns 
studied reported basic incomes below 
zero, they found. 
lf a $10,000 limitation were imposed, 
the tax liability of the group would 
have soared from $2.7 million to $74.9 
million. About 19 per cent of those in 
the above-$25,000 category would have 
been affected by such a limit, and their 
taxes would have been $157 million 
higher.

NEW YORK (AF) - The 
CBS, NBC and ABC networks 
say they’ve agreed to rotate 
their live TV coverage of the 
public portions of the House 
Judiciary Committee’s im­ 
peachment probe, which may 
start May 21. 
Under the rotation system, 
which the networks adopted 
last June during the early 
stages 
of 
the 
Senate 
Watergate 
hearings, 
the 
networks 
take 
turns 
providing live coverage of 
each day’s open hearings. 
Any network has the option 
of “going live” with the 
hearings, even on days it 
hasn’t the primary live TV 
duty. The rotation agreement 
can be ended at the request of 
any network at the end of any 
hearing week. 
The Public Broadcasting 
Service says it also will 
provide gavel-to-gavel TV 
coverage of the upcoming 
hearings. But it says it hasn’t 
decided yet if it’ll air the 
hearings live, or videotape 
them for replay at night as it 
did for most of the Watergate 
hearings. 
It appears that live or 
videotape coverage of the 
Judiciary Committee’s public 
inquiry into the possible 
impeachment of President 
Nixon won’t be anywhere as 
lengthy as the coverage of the 
Watergate hearings. 
Those proceedings began 
on May 17 a year ago, lasted 
53 days and didn’t leave the 
nation’s TV screens until 
November. 
A spokesman for the House 
committee said once the 
group’s open hearings start, 
“the best estimate is that 
they’re going to run about 


five or six weeks.” 
And he noted that the com­ 
m ittee’s chairman, 
Rep. 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 
“has said he’s going to run 
them (the open hearings) 
three days a week, morning 
and afternoon.” 
The start of these sessions, 
the spokesman said, may 
come “the week after next. 
That’s the best estimate right 
now.” 
He said the committee may 
have to close some sessions to 
the public and reporters if 
certain 
testimony 
might 
“affect 
someone’s 
con­ 
stitutional 
rights 
in 
an 
ongoing 
court 
case 
or 
something like that. 
“But otherwise they plan on 
keeping the hearings open.”

EDITOR’S NOTE: Bill and Pat

was directly in the path of the tornado. 
The following letter was written to Don 
and Ann Collins, Upper I^ansdowne 
owners, and is being reprinted with 
permission. 


Dear Don and Ann, 
Sorry I haven’t gotten around to 
writing sooner but it took a while to 
settle down and get my head together. 
Poor mom has worked herself to 
death but things have slowed down 
now. 
For the first couple weeks we 
washed all our clothes and linens and 
bedclothes and packed most away. 
Some my brother took and some is 
stored away in one of the stores uptown 
where mom works. 
The surgeon took the cast off my 
hand yesterday but it sure doesn’t look 
like a very good golf hand. Nothing 
moves so I have to go to therapy three 
or four times a week to start re­ 
educating it. My brain tells it to do 
something but it just stays still. 
I talked to Eloise on the phone a 
week ago and I was telling her we 
couldn’t find a trailer so she went out 
to Elsea’s. They are going to rent us 
one. So Bill got the permit for it this 
week. I don’t know how long it will take 
to get it hooked up but not too long I 
hope. I hope you can come up and see 
us when we get settled again. 
Bill found the contractors who built 
our other house and had a meeting 
with him so he is drawing up plans for 
a new one. 
Poor Bill has been so busy with 
school and our personal problems. I 
don’t know how he has gotten so much 
done. He and his aunt finally coaxed 
our other cat out of the wreckage a 
couple days ago so poor Jackie is 
taking care of our two plus her own. I 
feel so useless with everybody doing so 
much but I did get some necessary 
stuff bought for the kitchen that we’ll 
need right away. 
Well those are the latest develop­ 
ments up till now but not the main 
reason I am writing. 
It is so hard to express how I feel but 
I will try. Jackie said she had heard 
over the radio that a deep depression 
will hit Xenia (the people of) about the 
third week but I am not finding this so. 
How can I possibly feel sorry for 
myself or unhappy when such won­ 
derful friends such as you came to 
help. The love and help and concern of 
our friends, families and even 
strangers have made it so much easier 
for us. I wish everyone in Xenia could 
share the blessings that we have 
received from people such as you. 
I have learned many things since 
April 3. I have learned where God is. 
He is in all people who have concern 
and love for others. It is unbelievable 
what everyone from all over have done 
for the people of Xenia. All the small 
and petty gripes and complaints we 
live with and express seem so small in 
the face of such a magnitude of 
destruction. The human misery and 
suffering of the people I saw, the 
material destruction and one of the 
most powerful forces of nature on the 
loose will never leave my mind—nor 
do I want it to. 
What bothers me most are the ones 
worse off than we. It must be so 
terrible for those who lost husbands, 
wives, or their children and babies. 
Can you imagine being left with an 
empty bed in your house or an empty 
chair at your table and having to live 
with that? Some will not be able to 
rebuild because they had no insurance 
or not enough. Some did not have so 
many wonderful friends to help them 
salvage what was left before the 
looters moved in. Many do not have 
jobs to go to. Some had no place to go 
such as I. These are the things I worry 
about so how can I be unhappy about 
us. Since the time the men came over 
to help, and the phone calls and letters 
I have received there has been no 
doubt in my mind that everything will 
be fine. The strength and faith I have 
received from your help and concern is 
what makes life worth while. 
My personal experience from the 
time it hit until Bill found me is an 
experience I’ll never forget. I did a lot 
of living and discovered some won­ 
derful things about human beings in a 
few short hours. 
It was one of those dark, gloomy 
days that you try to keep busy and 
ignore. The weather was so dismal 
outside so I just did odds and ends 
because I couldn’t seem to get any real 
ambition. I finally gave up and took a 
little nap in the afternoon. I thought 
maybe I was just tired from playing 
golf all day the day before. The ladies 
had just had their first meeting in the 
morning and then we played most of 
the afternoon. When Bill got home he 
wanted me to go back out and play 
with him so I did. 
Anyway when I go* up from my nap I 
decided to clean the outside of the 
kitchen cabinets. I turned on the kit­ 
chen radio thinking that might cheer 
me up a little. 
There were tornado watches being 
announced as usual to which you 
become apathetic and ignore, but the 
feeling of depression and stifling 
seemed to hang on. Then sort of half 
listening I heard a tornado warning. 
It’s supposed to be heading down the 
middle of Green County. So I think to 
myself, “ That’s where we live, maybe 
I ’d better do something.’’ I decided to 
slide open the glass doors and in the 
dining room and open the front door so 
I can hear better. When I get to the 
front door and open it there it is! I 


stand and watch it for a while because 
it doesn’t look like any pictures I’ve 
ever seen but I never saw a storm 
cloud that one end was on the ground 
and the other end round at the top. It 
looked like the head of a cobra. There 
were hundreds of birds fluttering like 
leaves all up and down one side. 
Everything is absolute silence. 
I hear the man across the street say 
“ Is that a tornado?’’ 
I decide it might be and it’s heading 
directly for me so I’d better do 
something fast. I throw one dining 
room chair out of the way and pull the 
heavy table up against the wall. Then I 
put chairs on both ends in case of flying 
glass. The cats are asleep in their 
chairs so I go get them and crawl 
under the table but all of a sudden I 
start shaking violently and the cats 
scratch me and scoot away. The 
waiting was the worst because I knew 
there was no escape. 1 didn’t have to 
wait long. I finally hear the rumbling 
and the two trash cans in back of the 
house go scooting across the patio like 
paper in the wind. Then the front door 
bangs shut. I turn around and look at it 
thinking maybe I should open it again 
but then all hell breaks loose. 
I was afraid until the trash cans go 
by but then a complete calm seems to 
wash over me and I think well old girl 
this is it. I seem to be mentally and 
physically ready. The strange part is I 
never doubted from that time on that I 
would live through it. 
The roaring gets louder and then the 
explosion which I could tell was 
happening in the garage and living 
room but I am busy watching to the 
front and side of me. I am crouched on 
the floor on my knees so I can move 
around fast if I have to. I keep won­ 
dering if I should hang on to anything 
but I decide I feel safer just tucking up 
as small as possible. 
Everything seems to happen at once 
in fractions of seconds. At the time of 
the explosion I hear the smashing of 
glass and what sounds like metal 
screeching which was probably the 
roof coming off and heavy stuff 
smashing against each other. I sud­ 
denly get the sensation that there is 
nothing over my head but I’m too busy 
watching around me to look up but I do 
notice the table is gone because I don’t 
see the legs. It must have gone when 
the roof went. I seem to be on a little 
island all alone. I suppose the wind is 
blowing me but I don’t really feet it. 
All I can see now* is like a dense fog 
with shadows flying around. I can 
actually only see in the gloom about six 
or seven feet in any direction. I can 
hear and feel such tremendous 
violence and energy that you can never 
imagine so close to me. 
Then suddenly I notice the glass 
doors. Something is sucking and 
stretching big chunks of glass in 
toward me and then shattering so I 
have one chair left, the only protection 
around. I reach over with my left hand 
and pull it in front of me to keep the 
glass from hitting me. I remember 
thinking how light like a feather the 
chair seemed when normally I can 
hardly lift it with two hands. How did I 
move it so easily with one? While this 
is going through my mind I watch the 
glass as it shatters along side of me 
when suddenly I see a shadow coming 
out of the fog from where the kitchen is 
and heading toward my head. I duck 
my head and throw up my hand and it 
whacks it but doesn’t seem to hurt. 
When I pull it down to look it’s a mess 
and it irritates me because I might 
need to use it before this thing gets 
done. Then I notice the chair by my 
head is gone and there is nothing 
around me now. Suddenly I sense 
something falling down on top of me 
from the back so I really scrunch down 
and something terribly heavy falls 
across my back and bounces onto my 
shoulder and falls to the floor. I look 
down and its a long 4x4. It had to have 
hit on something else as it hit me or it 
would have broken me in two. 1 don’t 
know. I was getting madder by the 
minute thinking, now if I get hurt bad I 
can’t duck all this stuff and things kept 
smashing me in the back. At the time 
they felt like bee stings but from the 
looks of my back they must have been 
much larger. 
The one thing that really bothered 
me was right after my hand got hit 
there was a loud swishing noise and 
something was being forced into my 
ears, eyes, nose, and mouth and I 
thought for a second I was going to 
suffocate. I couldn’t take a breath and 
then it stopped and I could breath 
again. What ever it was my mouth was 
packed full of it. I thought it was 
plaster dust but it was insulation out of 
the attic because just before that I 
remember hearing the attic floor fall 
into the kitchen. 
I remember staying down after I got 
hit from behind for fear other stuff was 
coming when suddenly it was quiet and 
I felt cold rain drops. 
I lifted my head just a little to peek 
and I was looking right at the backyard 
and the mess on the patio. I had the 
sensation of being completely outside 
but I had never moved from my spot. I 
shrugged off a big piece of plaster that 
was laying on me and stood up. What I 
was seeing couldn’t really be true. I 
must be imagining things. I looked 
around what once was a neighborhood 
but I could see for what seemed like 
miles in all directions. It looked like 
the end of the world movie. Then I 
heard someone crying loudly and 
suddenly it stopped. 
Then I saw a few people come slowly 
creeping out of the rubbish here and 
there. Then the few men who happened 
to be home came alive and began 
running to start checking the wrecks 
for people. I slowly walked through 
what used to be the living room and 


stepped down from where the front 
door used to be and walked back and 
forth in front of the house. I saw the 
water softner laying on its side where 
the garage used to be and water was 
gurgling out of it. I thought, now I 
should shut that off but it seemed like a 
tremendous weariness settled over me 
and I thought oh, to heck with it. 
There was a little piece of the living 
room wall still standing next to the 
sewing room and I noticed «there was 
blood splattered all over it. I hoped 
that was not one of the cats. It was 
mine. Evidently the wind had been 
blowing me harder than I thought and 
had blown blood from my hand clear in 
the living room. It was all washed off 
that night in a thunder storm. 
The strange part was that during the 
battle my nerves and mind seemed 
razor sharp. My senses were uncanny 
and I felt as though I had super human 
strength. I keep thinking “ could there 
be abilities within us all that we don’t 
know about because we are rarely 
called upon to use them?” 
I walked on up the street where one 
of my friends and her neighbors were. 
No one else seemed to be able to think 
what to do. One of my other neighbors 
was there but she wouldn’t come near 
us because I was bleeding all over the 
place. Poor soul she just stood in the 
middle of the street and walked around 
in circles. 
A few minutes later a couple of 
young boys drove into our street with a 
pick up. How they got down in there 
that far I’ll never know so three of us 
got into the back. It was drizzling 
slightly and cold. One of my other 
neighbors was bleeding from her head 
and another had her arm chewed up. 


After we got two blocks away from 
home I couldn’t tell where we were till 
I got a glimpse of the High School—flat 
as everything else. The hospital was 
just a few blocks from the school but 
both sides of the street were jammed 
with traffic so we went up the middle. 
The emergency hall was packed with 
bleeding people and people in shock. I 
knew it was going to be a long wait. 
I saw a lot of blood in the next couple 
hours. People were brought in with 
broken bones, many, many head 
wounds, small children bleeding but 
not crying. A man was brought in with 
splinters of wood sticking out of his 
face. 
Everyone 
was calm and 
relatively quiet. I finally passed out 
and fell on the floor. It felt so good to 
lay my head down and rest. Then a fire 
emergency ambulance that had come 
from Dayton got there. They had room 
for me. It seemed a very short time 
before we were at Wright Patterson 
Hospital. A man with a wheel chair 
was waiting and took me inside. 
By this time I was so cold, and 
shaking all over. This complete 
stranger put his arms around me and 
tried to warm me and comfort me. He 
took me to X-rays and then to my 
room. I ’d never recognize him again 
but I’ll never forget him either. By the 
time I had arrived they had emptied 
the whole second floor of regular 
patients. Specialists came in and 
checked us thoroughly before deciding 
what to do. I never saw so many things 
done so well in the midst of such utter 
chaos. We were never left alone from 
the time we went into the door until 
someone of our family found us. I’ll 
never forget the kindess and concern 
of the young male aide who held a pan 


while I vomited up insulation over and 
over and sat and watched pictures of 
the mess in Xenia on T.V. with me. I 
won't forget the nurse that let Bill 
sleep in the next bed when he finally 
staggered in after looking for me for 
’ seven hours. 


I don’t know how so much got done 
for so many people in such confusion.

It must be so 
terrible for those who lost husbands, 
wives, or their children and babies. 
Can you imagine being left with an 
empty bed in your house or an empty 
chair at your table and having to live 
with that? Some will not be able to 
rebuild because they had no insurance 
or not enough. Some did not have so 
many wonderful friends to help them 
salvage what was left before the 
looters moved in. Many do not have 
jobs to go to. Some had no place to go 
such as I. These are the things I worry 
about so how can I be unhappy about 
us. Since the time the men came over 
to help, and the phone calls and letters 
I have received there has been no 
doubt in my mind that everything will 
be fine. The strength and faith I have 
received from your help and concern is 
what makes life worth while. 
My personal experience from the 
time it hit until Bill found me is an 
experience I’ll never forget. I did a lot 
of living and discovered some won­ 
derful things about human beings in a 
few short hours. 
It was one of those dark, gloomy 
days that you try to keep busy and 
ignore. The weather was so dismal 
outside so I just did odds and ends 
because I couldn’t seem to get any real 
ambition. I finally gave up and took a 
little nap in the afternoon. I thought 
maybe I was just tired from playing 
golf all day the day before. The ladies 
had just had their first meeting in the 
morning and then we played most of 
the afternoon. When Bill got home he 
wanted me to go back out and play 
with him so I did. 
Anyway when I go* up from my nap I 
decided to clean the outside of the 
kitchen cabinets. I turned on the kit­ 
chen radio thinking that might cheer 
me up a little. 
There were tornado watches being 
announced as usual to which you 
become apathetic and ignore, but the 
feeling of depression and stifling 
seemed to hang on. Then sort of half 
listening I heard a tornado warning. 
It’s supposed to be heading down the 
middle of Green County. So I think to 
myself, “That’s where we live, maybe 
I’d better do something.’’ I decided to 
slide open the glass doors and in the 
dining room and open the front door so 
I can hear better. When I get to the 
front door and open it there it is! I 


stand and watch it for a while because 
it doesn’t look like any pictures I’ve 
ever seen but I never saw a storm 
cloud that one end was on the ground 
and the other end round at the top. It 
looked like the head of a cobra. There 
were hundreds of birds fluttering like 
leaves all up and down one side. 
Everything is absolute silence. 
I hear the man across the street say 
“Is that a tornado?’’ 
I decide it might be and ifs heading 
directly for me so I’d better do 
something fast. I throw one dining 
room chair out of the way and pull the 
heavy table up against the wall. Then I 
put chairs on both ends in case of flying 
glass. The cats are asleep in their 
chairs so I go get them and crawl 
under the table but all of a sudden I 
start shaking violently and the cats 
scratch me and scoot away. The 
waiting was the worst because I knew 
there was no escape. I didn’t have to 
wait long. I finally hear the rumbling 
and the two trash cans in back of the 
house go scooting across the patio like 
paper in the wind. Then the front door 
bangs shut. I turn around and look at it 
thinking maybe I should open it again 
but then all hell breaks loose. 
I was afraid until the trash cans go 
by but then a complete calm seems to 
wash over me and I think well old girl 
this is it. I seem to be mentally and 
physically ready. The strange part is I 
never doubted from that time on that I 
would live through it. 
The roaring gets louder and then the 
explosion which I could tell was 
happening in the garage and living 
room but I am busy watching to the 
front and side of me. I am crouched on 
the floor on my knees so I can move 
around fast if I have to. I keep won­ 
dering if I should hang on to anything 
but I decide I feel safer just tucking up 
as small as possible. 
Everything seems to happen at once 
in fractions of seconds. At the time of 
the explosion I hear the smashing of 
glass and what sounds like metal 
screeching which was probably the 
roof com ing off and heavy stu ff 
smashing against each other. I sud­ 
denly get the sensation that there is 
nothing over my head but I’m too busy 
watching around me to look up but I do 
notice the table is gone because I don't 
see the legs. It must have gone when 
the roof went. I seem to be on a little 
island all alone. I suppose the wind is 
blowing me but I don’t really feet it. 
All I can see now is like a dense fog 
with shadows flying around. I can 
actually only see in the gloom about six 
or seven feet in any direction. I can 
hear and feel such tremendous 
violence and energy that you can never 
imagine so close to me. 
Then suddenly I notice the glass 
doors. Something is sucking and 
stretching big chunks of glass in 
toward me and then shattering so I 
have one chair left, the only protection 
around. I reach over with my left hand 
and pull it in front of me to keep the 
glass from hitting me. I remember 
thinking how light like a feather the 
chair seemed when normally I can 
hardly lift it with two hands. How did I 
move it so easily with one? While this 
is going through my mind I watch the 
glass as it shatters along side of me 
when suddenly I see a shadow coming 
out of the fog from where the kitchen is 
and heading toward my head. I duck 
my head and throw up my hand and it 
whacks it but doesn’t seem to hurt. 
When I pull it down to look ifs a mess 
and it irritates me because I might 
need to use it before this thing gets 
done. Then I notice the chair by my 
head is gone and there is nothing 
around me now. Suddenly I sense 
something falling down on top of me 
from the back so I really scrunch down 
and something terribly heavy falls 
across my back and bounces onto my 
shoulder and falls to the floor. I look 
down and its a long 4x4. It had to have 
hit on something else as it hit me or it 
would have broken me rn two. I don’t 
know. I was getting madder by the 
minute thinking, now if I get hurt bad I 
can’t duck all this stuff and things kept 
smashing me in the back. At the time 
they felt like bee stings but from the 
looks of my back they must have been 
much larger. 
The one thing that really bothered 
me was right after my hand got hit 
there was a loud swishing noise and 
something was being forced into my 
ears, eyes, nose, and mouth and I 
thought for a second I was going to 
suffocate. I couldn’t take a breath and 
then it stopped and I could breath 
again. What ever it was my mouth was 
packed full of it. I thought it was 
plaster dust but it was insulation out of 
the attic because just before that I 
remember hearing the attic floor fall 
into the kitchen. 
I remember staying down after I got 
hit from behind for fear other stuff was 
coming when suddenly it was quiet and 
I felt cold rain drops. 
I lifted my head just a little to peek 
and I was looking right at the backyard 
and the mess on the patio. I had the 
sensation of being completely outside 
but I had never moved from my spot. I 
shrugged off a big piece of plaster that 
was laying on me and stood up. What I 
was seeing couldn’t really be true. I 
must be imagining things. I looked 
around what once was a neighborhood 
but I could see for what seemed like 
miles in all directions. It looked like 
the end of the world movie. Then I 
heard someone crying loudly and 
suddenly it stopped. 
Then I saw a few people come slowly 
creeping out of the rubbish here and 
there. Then the few men who happened 
to be home came alive and began 
running to start checking the wrecks 
for people. I slowly walked through 
what used to be the living room and 


stepped down from where the front 
door used to be and walked back and 
forth in front of the house. I saw the 
water softner laying on its side where 
the garage used to be and water was 
gurgling out of it. I thought, now I 
should shut that off but it seemed like a 
tremendous weariness settled over me 
and I thought oh, to heck with it. 
There was a little piece of the living 
room wall still standing next to the 
sewing room and I noticed .there was 
blood splattered all over it. I hoped 
that was not one of the cats. It was 
mine. Evidently the wind had been 
blowing me harder than I thought and 
had blown blood from my hand clear in 
the living room. It was all washed off 
that night in a thunder storm. 
The strange part was that during the 
battle my nerves and mind seemed 
razor sharp. My senses were uncanny 
and I felt as though I had super human 
strength. I keep thinking “could there 
be abilities within us all that we don’t 
know about because we are rarely 
called upon to use them?” 
I walked on up the street where one 
of my friends and her neighbors were. 
No one else seemed to be able to think 
what to do. One of my other neighbors 
was there but she wouldn’t come near 
us because I was bleeding all over the 
place. Poor soul she just stood in the 
middle of the street and walked around 
in circles. 
A few minutes later a couple of 
young boys drove into our street with a 
pick up. How they got down in there 
that far I’ll never know so three of us 
got into the back. It was drizzling 
slightly and cold. One of my other 
neighbors was bleeding from her head 
and another had her arm chewed up. 


After we got two blocks away from 
home I couldn’t tell where we were till 
I got a glimpse of the High School—flat 
as everything else. The hospital was 
just a few blocks from the school but 
both sides of the street were jammed 
with traffic so we went up the middle. 
The emergency hall was packed with 
bleeding people and people in shock. I 
knew it was going to be a long wait. 
I saw a lot of blood in the next couple 
hours. People were brought in with 
broken bones, many, many head 
wounds, small children bleeding but 
not crying. A man was brought in with 
splinters of wood sticking out of his 
face. Everyone was calm and 
relatively quiet. I finally passed out 
and fell on the floor. It felt so good to 
lay my head down and rest. 'Hien a fire 
emergency ambulance that had come 
from Dayton got there. They had room 
for me. It seemed a very short time 
before we were at Wright Patterson 
Hospital. A man with a wheel chair 
was waiting and took me inside. 
By this time I was so cold, and 
shaking all over. This complete 
stranger put his arms around me and 
tried to warm me and comfort me. He 
took me to X-rays and then to my 
room. I’d never recognize him again 
but I’ll never forget him either. By the 
time I had arrived they had emptied 
the whole second floor of regular 
patients. Specialists came in and 
checked us thoroughly before deciding 
what to do. I never saw so many things 
done so well in the midst of such utter 
chaos. We were never left alone from 
the time we went into the door until 
someone of our family found us. I’ll 
never forget the kindess and concern 
of the young male aide who held a pan 


while I vomited up insulation over and 
over and sat and watched pictures of 
the mess in Xenia on T.V. with me. I 
won’t forget the nurse that let Bill 
sleep in the next bed when he finally 
staggered in after looking for me for 
seven hours. 


I don’t know how so much got done 
for so many people in such confusion.
